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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification

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Claim RBjections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8, lines 3 and 4 state "a sealing device for mounting on a template of 
drilling hole in sealed relation to the surroundings". This statement is not understood. 
The term "template" can not be found in the specification and what structure makes up 
the template can not be determined. Also, "a template of drilling hole" does not make 
sense. Also, what structure makes up the surroundings can not be determined. 
Clarification is required. Claim 12 has the same problems. Claim 12, lines 4 and 5 
state "mounting a sealing device in sealed relation to the surroundings on a template of 
the drilling hole". Claim 14 states "the step of directing drilling fluid from the drilling 
vessel into the ocean bed in spaced relatio to the drilling hole to form a further drilled 
hole". The drilling fluid alone is not capable of forming a drilled hole. Please point out 
the area of the specification which sets forth this feature. 



Claims 8-14 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 8, 
lines 9 and 11-13, "a treatment plant and a storage installation" should be -said 
treatment plant and said storage installation— since these are the same treatment plant 
and storage installation previously defined. In claim 9, line 2, "to for a suction and

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centralization module" is believed to have been -to form a suction and centralization 
module-. If this is not correct, further clarification is required. Claim 12 uses the 
acronym BOP. Acronym's are not acceptable claim language. In line 1 1 of claim 12, 
"on a floating drilling vessel" should be -on said floating drilling vessel— since this is the 
same vessel previously recited In the claim.. Appropriate connection is required.
